A FEW DESSERTS 

A MEAL Is unfinished without some- 
thins in sweets or a made dessert 
to end the meal. 

Adam's Cream Pie. 

Scald one cupful of milk, add one 
cupful of sugar and one-eighth tea- 
spoonful of salt. Mix two tcuspoon- 
fuls of corn starch with a little cold 
milk; add to the scalded milk, stirring 
constantly. Cook until smooth; then 
pour on two well-beaten eggs mixed 
with a cupful of cream; pour into a 
pastry lined tin and sprinkle with 
cinnamon. Bake until firm in the cen¬ 
ter. Remove at ouee from the oven 
and serve cold. 

Steamed Cherry Pudding. 

Drain canned cherries from the 
sirup. Make it hatter of one cupful of 
flour, one teaspoonful of baking pow¬ 
der. one-fourth tenspoonful of salt and 
milk to mix Into a drop batter. But¬ 
ter pudding cups and add a table- 


spoonful of the mixture, then a table¬ 
spoonful of (be cherries—a hit of Juice 
with them will not matter. Cover 
with another spoonful of batter, leav¬ 
ing plenty of room In Hie cup for ris- 
lug. Set the cups Into hot water, 
cover closely and boll fifteen minutes. 
I'se the Juice lightly thickened for the 
sauce, adding n little butter. 

Orange Rounds. 

Cut rounds from rich pnstry and 
hake. Put together with orange till¬ 
ing prepared as follows: Melt four 
tablespooufuls of butter In n saucepan, 
add live tablespooufuls of sugar, the 
Juice of ouo orange and half of the 
grated rind. Beat in the yolks of 
three eggs, stirring constantly, add 
iwo tablespoonfuls of finely chopped 
or grated candled orange peel and 
two tublespoonfuls of chopped candled 
pineapple, stir aud cook until the lin¬ 
ing Is thick enough to spread. Use 
as tilling for two rounds of the pastry.

Italian Goods Boycotted 
by the League 

\IfIHLE Premier Plorre l/ivnt of 
* * France was still trying desper¬ 
ately to find a way of settling the 
Italo-Hrhlnpinn quarrel that would be 
acceptable to both 
Great Ilritaln and Italy 
—apparently without 
regard to Ethiopia's 
real Interests — fifty- 
two members of the 
League of Nations de¬ 
clared a boycott on 
all Italian goods and 
tin embargo on various 
key exports to that 
country. The boycott 
binds these nations to 
prohibit Importation 
of “all goods consigned from and grown, 
produced or manufactured In Italy 
or In Itallun pnsMWlnna from whai- 
tver place they arrive.” 

If rigidly enforced, this would cut 
off about two-thirds of the export trade 
upon which Italy depends In getting 
funds for prosecution of the war In 
Africa. The countries applying the 
sanctions agree to aid one another In 
compensating losses by Increased trade 
facilities, credits, cash and loans If 
possible, and discriminating against 
league members such as Austria and 
Hungary which continue to trade with 
Italy. 

Austria. Hungary and Albania spoke 
against the sanctions. Switzerland, 
which seeks to preserve her traditional 
neutrality, was silent. Some South 
American republics made complicated 
reservations. 

It was decided that the sanctions 
should be put In force on October 31, | 
and Laval thus had time to continue 
his pence efforts.

Ethiopia, came a story 
that Panakil warriors had cut off and 
surrounded between WX) and 700 Ital¬ 
ians In the hills southeast of Mount 
Mussa All. and that the latter were 
very short of food and water.

Helena, Mont.. Hit by

IT ELENA, capital of Montana, and all 
* * the western part of that state 
were terrified by a series of earthquake 
shocks extending through a number 
of days. There were only two fatal¬ 
ities. but numerous buildings were 
wrecked or so weakened that they had 
to be razed. Hundreds of persons 
were driven from their homes, and the 
suffering was Intensified by a sudden 
fall of the temperature to below freez¬ 
ing. Fortunately the gas mains of the 
city were not broken. National Guards¬ 
men patrolled the business district and 
all public places wore closed for days.

European Tension Lessened 
by Diplomatic Juggling 

IN THE course of his negotiations. 
* which were given approval la the 
French elections. I.aval worked hard 
to dissipate the threat of hostilities 
between Great Britain and Italy. In 
this he apparently was fairly suc¬ 
cessful. at leu<t for the time being. 
He asked the British to withdraw 
some of their battleships from the 
Mediterranean and Mussolini to call 
back a lot of the troops he had sent 
to Libya as a threat to Egypt. 4t 
first the British cnbinet rejected this 
proposition, but there wore reports that 
It might yield the point. 

Sir Eric Prummond. British ambas¬ 
sador to Rome. Informed the Italian 
government that Britain would not 
undertake any action In regard to the 
conflict In Ethiopia, “beyond what Is 
demanded hy Its collective obligations 
In Its quality as a loyal member of 
the League of Nations, nor beyond 
what might he agreed to or recoin 
mended by the league on conformity 
with the dispositions of the pact.” 

Laval's reply to Great Britain s 
query ns to whether France would sup¬ 
port Britain and co-operate with her 
fleet In the Mediterranean In case of 
Italian attacks was still somewhat 
uncertain but seemed to satisfy the 
British. 


Warns Italy Against 
“Unfair” War Methods 

I N A long and solemn statement the 
Ethiopian legation in London 
warned Italy that Its “ghastly meth¬ 
ods'' of warfare, the use of poison gas 
and dum-dum bullets, would have dire 
results. 

The legation stated that Italy’s use 
of “unfair and ultra-civilized methods 
of warfare.” of which the legation says 
It has Impartial substantiation despite 
public denials by Ambassador Pino 
Grandl of Italy, “will lead to the most 
unfortunate consequences, not only to 
Italians who will, of course, deserve 
it, but to all white peoples as well.” 

The whites, the statement said, “will 
be Intensely hated by all the peoples 
of Africa and. we think, of Asia also 
for years to come.” 

The statement warned that It will 
not he possible to restrain the wilder 
section of the Ethiopian army from 
retaliating In some similar savage 
method on Italian soldiers who may 
happen to fall Into their hands.

The former Iron mold- 
er of Glasgow who be¬ 
came a lender of the 
Labor party and was 
foreign secretary when It was In pow¬ 
er. was awarded the Nobel peace prize 
in 103*1. Ills crusade for peace and 
disarmament was inspired by the death 
of his eldest son In the World war. 
He was a gentle, much loved man, a 
genuine idealist whose latter years 
were made sorrowful by the repeated 
failure of the disarmament conference 
to get results.

Washington.—Practical Jim Farley

Farley has really built up a national 
organization. It ramifies down not 
only to every county, hut to every 
precinct In the 48 states, and tt Is 
busy all the time.

It has been conducting » 
drive lately to get every Demoerat 
man or woman, who hnppons to be on 
the federal pay roll In Washington but 
chnrgod to Now York state, to register 
It has run special excursion trains to 
New York with reduced fares, meal 
prices, etc., to bring about this regis¬ 
tration. 

This Is a sample of the kind of 
activity which makes organization nr 
machines (the choice of words depend 
Ing on whether you are for them or 
against them) strong.

Death of General Greely, 
Arctic Explorer

D eath 
lean. 


came to an eminent Amer- 
MaJ. Gen. Adolphus W. 
Greely. U. S. A., retired, at the age 
of ninety one years. He passed away 
Id Walter Heed hospital. Washington, 
and was burlod In Arlington national 
cemetery with full honors. General 
Greely was universally known as the 
leader of the Ill-fated expedition Into 
the Arctic regions In 1881 from which 
only lie and seven others returned 
alive. Hut he had already served In 
the Civil war with distinction, and 
tils later scientific accomplishments 
won him international fame and rec¬ 
ognition. on Ids ninety-tirst birthday, 
last March 27. he received a medal of 
honor from congress “for his life of 
splendid service." 

General Greely was one of the orig¬ 
inal organizers of the National Geo¬ 
graphic society, and a member of the 
board of trustees continuously for 47 
years from the date of the society's 
founding In 1888.

forces In southern Ethiopia were 
reported to have won several Impor¬ 
tant victories in their advance toward 
llarrar and the railway.

Williams Asks Care 
for “Unemployables” 

A LL states and communities have 
been asked by Aubrey Williams 
acting WI’A administrator, to make 
better provisions for the care of “un- 
employables." for federal aid for the 
needy will soon be cun lined to provid¬ 
ing Jobs. In an Interview Mr. Wil¬ 
liams said that with six states already 
cut off the dole, progress of the work 
relief program would bring liquidation 
of relief administrations In "the great 
majority of the remulnlng states" dur¬ 
ing November. This will leave those 
physically or mentally unnble to work, 
the aged, mothers with dependent 
children, und other handicapped fam¬ 
ilies and Individuals, dependent upon 
local efforts. 

“It will he next year before the so¬ 
cial security program becomes opera¬ 
tive, and the states have got to tuke 
the responsibility," he said. 

President Roosevelt's order that all 
employment projects be under way or 
ready for contractors’ bids by October 
22 could not be complied with by any 
agency except the 1*WA with its $ 133 ,. 
msi.UOU slum clearance and low cost 
housing program. The next deadline 
is December 15, when Mr. Roosevelt 
said all heavy construction—public 
works' $,180,000,000 of work, river aud 
harbor Improvements und rural elec¬ 
trification systems—should he under 
contract.

Farley began his real activities fol 
lowing the election of Roosevelt as 
governor of New York In 1930. Hie 
Tnmmany background wns shocked a’ 
the slate of the party above the Bronx 
There were whole counties where the 
local Democratic organization was a 
mere adjunct to the local G. O. P 
boss, and received patronage scraps 
from the local G. O. P. table In re 
ward. 

Farley Installed a real lighting or 
ganlzatlon, with workers In every up 
state precinct. That explained House 
velt's enormous majority In 1930 
which made him the logical Presi 
dentlal nominee. With the open 
Ing of the P.132 campaign. Farley 
started the same sort of organization 
work for the whole country. He has 
been at It ever since. The 1934 elec 
tlon, far more sweeping than even the 
Roosevelt landslide of 1932. was no' 

; generally recognized as the fruit of 
this organization work, but actually Ir 
was most potent In bringing It about 

Today the organization that Farley 
has built up Is stronger than In 1934 
Whereas the Republican national or 
ganlzatlon, and the local organization 
In many doubtful states. Is Infinitely 
weaker than at any time since th> 
end of the Civil war. 

This Is the very little discussed 
handicap that the Republican nom 
inee to oppose Roosevelt next yeat 
will face For Instance. Illinois Is ad 
milled by many observers to be apt to 
go Democratic. Why? Because of the 
strength of the Kelley machine In Chi 
ago. plus the Farley Inspired organl 
ration downstate. Were the old 
Thompson machine In existence In the 
Windy City, the state would be flg 
ured probably Republican. 

In Missouri the Pendergast machine 
In Kansas City, plus the decay of the 
old "Big Four" Republican machine 
In St Louts, makes all the difference 
It’s votes In the ballot box, not sentl 
ment 'round the radio, that elect. Anu 
machines know bow to get them In the 
boxes.

—but not the distillers. Behind tbl- 
attitude of fear Is s very curious situs 
tlon, very obvious to Hny one Inquiring 
into It, but not generally realized. II 
involves the possibility that In the 
next fight to get prohibition, for the 
light Is not only coming but has be¬ 
gun, the effort will be to prohibit not 
any beverage In excess of one half of 
l per cent, as the Volstead law read 
nor even of “Intoxicating beverages" 
as the Eighteenth amendment reud— 
but distilled liquor. 

Distillers are keenly aware of that. 
This explains their caution, as eon 
wasted with the attitude of the brew 
ers aud wine makers. There was a 
great deal of talk. Just before prohl 
billon, about "light wines aud beer. 

All of which Is curious In view ol 
the tremendous prejudice which ex 
Isted In that long period leading up to 
prohibition against the word "beer 
It was generally coupled with an eveu 
more objectionable word "saloon." In 
fact, one frequently heard the word- 
Jointly—“beer saloon." 

That prejudice seems to have fude I 
until little Is left of It. When war 
time prohibition was being discus-**' 


Hits “Hard Liquor” 

But now state after state. Including 
Virginia, home slate of Bishop Cannon, 
makes the sale of lieer and wine sim¬ 
ple, hut throws many restrictions 
around the sale of "hard liquor." In 
a way the plan follows that practiced 
for a long Unto In Canada. So-called 
"wine cocktails" are offered In hotel 
dining rooms, bin not martinis or 
innnhnttnns. Beer Is sold everywhere. 

Beer nnd wine are sold In Virginia, 
Washington, and many other plaoos In 
this onuntry much more freely than In 
the old pre-prohibition days Before 
prohibition Hie only places that would 
spll a customer a glass or boltle of 
beer were licensed snloons, which 
were strictly limited as to number. 
Now there are frequently five In one 
block. In Washington these are sand¬ 
wiched between stores which are 
licensed to sell only packaged goods 
not to be consumed on the premises. 

All of which change In sentiment— 
tf it really does represent a change— 
Is very apparent to the distillers, and 
their fear of the next light grows, for 
their thought Is that If the fight Is 
oncentrnted on distilled liquor, or. say 
beverages exceeding 15 per cent o- 
JO per cent alchollc content, they will 
not have the brewers, the wine makers 
and the grape growers with them. 

Postal Savings 

While there Is no Intention In 
administration of yielding to 
tamor of privately owned banks for 
the abolition or sharp contraction, of 
the postal savings system, there Is Just 
as much opposition In official quarters 
to the elaborate plans for expanding 
that system, Including checking Be¬ 
rninis. and going Into a general bank¬ 
ing business. 

Officials, both of the reserve board j 
and post office. Insist that they do not 
want to change the present system at 
ill. They do not want to push pri¬ 
vately owned nnd mutual savings banks 
>ut of business, and they do not want 
the government going Into the banking f 
business on a large scale. Bat at the 
■ame time they are unwilling to de- | 
irlve the public of what they regard as j 
i "privilege." 

Actually It Is rather puzzling that | 
the postal savings system has not I 
made greater Inroads on savings hanks I 
in many communities, for example, the ' 
cities of New York state. In the Em¬ 
pire state the stnte hanking authori¬ 
ties do not permit savings accounts J 
to draw more than 2 per cent, which Is \ 
precisely ihe rate paid by postal de¬ 
posits. 

But—postal savings depositors In 
many Instances are buying postal sav- | 
ings bonds, and these pay 2 H per cent 
-more than they can get from any 
savings account In a privately owned j 
or mutual bank In New York state. 

As a matter of fact, the amount of 
-uch bonds so far bought, $101,977,580, 
represents Just about the Increase tn j 
postal deposits since last December, 
when postal deposits reached their i 
peak of $1,208,000,000. They are now I 
about $4,000,000 less than the peak, I 
but would be nearly $ 100 , 000,000 above 
It, post office officials think, were It 
not for the savings bonds. 

Money Is Safe 

With the government guaranteeing 
all bank deposits, they point out, there 
la no question, so far as well Informed 
people are concerned, of the safety of 
their money. So If the private banks 
pay a higher rate than the postal sav 
Ings. the private banks should attract 
savings deposits as never before since 
postal savings was Inaugurated. 

Postal savings bad the big boom, 
very naturally, In 1033, the year of the 
bank holiday. In December of that 
year they crossed $1,01X1,000.000. By 
tbe time confidence had been restored, 
and the government guarantee of de¬ 
posits set up, the banks had begun to 
cut their Interest rates. So there was 
uo Incentive to take the money out of 
postal savings and put It buck In the 
banks. In most large cities of this 
ountry this Is still true. 

Where there are legal restrictions 
on the amount of Interest that can be 
paid, as In New York state. It Is Just a 
question of protecting the banks from 
getting more deposits thau they can 
profitably ami safely invest, consider¬ 
ing the low rate of Interest paid on 
government bonds and other Invest¬ 
ments Into which banks eun put their 
funds. With tbe Improvement of bust 
ness, the slate bunking authorities 
old change this IliuilHtluu ovei- 
ntgbr.

Ignite, Chemists Assert 

According to popular belief, the body 
of a person sonke,. with alcohol Is 
combustible. ''nses of the spontaneous 
combustion of the body have been re¬ 
ported. especially In France, when the 
first Instance of this kind Is said to 
have happened in 17Z5. 

Tile spontaneous burning of an a! 
colml-smtked body Is a popular belief 
In Htitnanln, according to a writer In 
the Cleveland Plain Dealer. Prof. A. 
Lifer of Cluj, lu a lecture before the 
Hygienic society, Is reported by the 
Bucharest correspondent of the Jour¬ 
nal of the American Medical Assocla 
tlon as saying that "In past centuries 
It was earnestly dtetued possible that 1 
the alcohol laden breath of a tippler j ] 
may cutcb fire from the glow of an s 
oven or even from bis own pipe." 

In 1847, the Countess Gorllts was J
